Dulmen 
dominates, 
Roberts 
sidetracked 
in Finnish 
GP

IMATRA, FINLAND, JULY 29 

Boet Van Dulmen capped one 
of his most unforgettable weeks 
by winning the 500cc race in 
Sunday's Finnish Grand Prix at 
Imatra to score his first ever World 
Championship victory. 

The Dutch rider had been visited by 
officers in the Finnish police drugs 
squad, after someone had mistaken 
Boet's roll-your-own cigarette equip- 
ment for more sinister smoking 
material. The police left full of 
apologies when they-found no trace of 
marijuana. 

The Boet was listed as fastest man 
after the two days of practicing, 
almost two seconds faster than next 
best Kenny Roberts. But though few 
people believed it to be true, it was 
Van Dulmen who set a rocket-like 
pace, and he finally charged home 13 
seconds ahead of the runner-up 
American teenager Randy Mamola, 
and 18 seconds up on third place 
finisher Barry Sheene. 

Amidst a race of drama and ex- 
citement Kenny Roberts, the reigning 
World Champion, recovered from a 
mistake at the railway station chicane 
when lying third on the fourth lap, to 
finish sixth and extend his champion- 
ship lead over unlucky Virginio Ferrari 
from two points to eight. 

Ferrari fell victim to the other 
Imatra chicane, but unlike Roberts, 
the Italian was not able to recover 





from his mistake. The Suzuki ace 
climbed up to twelfth spot, before his 
engine died on the final lap and he 
slipped back to fifteenth place in the 
final results. 

The race was delayed one and a half 
hours thanks to a torrential downpour 
as the competitors lined up on the grid 
for the 350cc race which started the 
four-race program. It rained so hard 
they had to wait 20 minutes for it to 
ease off, and then came another lap to 
survey the wet track. 

The race was chopped by a lap, but 
still took close on an hour to run, and 
the whole timetable began to suffer. 
Further delay was caused when the 
500cc competitors demanded two laps 
warm-up, and the opportunity to 
change their tires after that, if they 
wanted to. 

The organizers were left with very 
little choice, for riders’ spokesman 
Barry Sheene made it clear that if they 
did not fall in line with this demand 
they just wouldn't race at all. 

But when it came to the crunch, it 
was the broken rear chain on Michel 
Rougerie's Suzuki that led to another 
ten-minute wait, because no one 
bothered to change from their original 
choice of tire whether that was slick or 
rain tire. 

Kenny Roberts led the pack off the 
grid, with the new 2.3-mile shortened 
Imatra track still wet in patches, but 
drying out. 

By the end of the first lap Van 
Dulmen was in front and the others 
didn’t see which way he went. Fellow 
countryman Jack Middelburg was 
second, Kenny Roberts third and Wil 
Hartog fourth, giving the inevitable 
plane load of Dutch enthusiasts plenty 
to cheer about with three countrymen 
among the first four. 

Ferrari had his trip up the slip road 
at the end of the next lap, when lying 
seventh, but before Roberts had a 
chance to appreciate the position 
fully, he too had gone straight on at a 
chicane. 

The American rejoined the fray in 
ninth place, and charged off in pursuit 
of the others. By the end of the 26-lap 
race he was up to sixth place, after 
Johnny Cecotto had spotted the signal 
from the Yamaha race chief to slow 
down. 

It might have been even fifth place 
if Christian Sarron had seen his signal 
instructing him to let Roberts 
through. The Frenchman didn’t see it 
though, and was given a talking to af- 
ter the race. 


Van Dulmen was tremendous, and 
Randy Mamola, too, very impressive. 
The Californian youngster said that he 
might even have caught Boet if his 
front brake had not started to. go very 
spongy midway through. Randy's 
hand was so tired after pumping the 
lever he just hd to ease off. 

Third was Barry Sheene, happy to 
be in the top three for the third GP 
outing in succession, but a touch 
unhappy he hadn't been able to catch 
Mamola. 

Seven laps from home, with the 
American in sight, Barry had been 
close to being brought down when 
West German Gustav Reiner'’s Suzuki 
skittled across the track after a spill, 
and hit his front wheel as Barry was 
lapping him. Sheene stayed on, but 
lost ground, and at the end of the race 
was still five seconds short on catching 
Mamola. However, the points were 
enough to put Barry into third place in 
the championship chase, with 60 poin- 
ts to Roberts’ score of 88 and Ferrari's 
tally of 81. 

Wil Hartog’s hopes of staying in 
contact with the leading pair slumped 
when his Suzuki struck carburetor 
trouble, and he dropped back from 
one-time second place, chasing’ Van 
Dulmen to finish tenth. 

Middelburg, too, dropped down the 
field from second place to seventh, but 
despite claims that his Suzuki was too 
slow he climbed back to fourth, and 
notched the fastest lap of the race. 

Steve Parrish was left struggling to 
fire up his Suzuki when the race finally 
began, but his tremendous ride 
through from the back came just one 
place short of scoring world cham- 
pionships points when he finished 
eleventh. 

That rain-soaked 350cc race had 
dramatic bearing on the championship 
placings, after reigning title holder 
Kork Ballington (Kawasaki) had slid 
off at the level crossing corner when in 
third place on the eighteenth lap. 
Kork went down as the front wheel 
locked as he braked for the 90 degree 
bend, but he was unhurt in what was 
his first crash since the 1977 Spanish 


GP. 
Ballington remounted and finished 


ninth. Those two points were not 
enough for him to hang on to the 
championship lead because Patrick 
Fernandez (Yamaha) grabbed second 
place to Gregg Hansord (Kawasak) 
and moved two points ahead of the 
South African, with three more races 
to go. 

Unlucky Jon Ekerold (Yamaha) 





looked set for a top three place until 
the rain, the cold and exertion took 
their toll on his recently broken leg: 
The tough South African could hardly 
climb off his bike when he finally quit, 
but by then he had slumped from first 
place to fifth. 

Walter Villa (Yamaha) was among 
the leaders, too, until he ran straight 
on at the level crossing corner, and 
though he rejoined the fray, the 
Venemotos machine expired a few laps 
later. 

Ballington vas not happy at his 
350cc tumble, but he bounced bach to 
score a tremendous victory in the 
250cc event after a magnificent race 
with Kawasaki team-mate Gregg Han- 
sford. But both must have breathed a 
sigh of relief when Graziano Rossi 
retired on the first lap when a car’ 
buretor fell off the ultra-quick Mor- 
bidelli, winner in Sweden the previous 
Sunday. 

The track was beginning to dry out, 
and the sun was shining as the 
Kawasaki duo battled it out for 
supremacy. Both looked as though 
they were playing a waiting game as 
first one led and then the other, but in 
the sprint to the line Kork had the 
edge. 
Patrick Fernandez (Yamaha) was 
with the pair for a while but he 
couldn't stay with them and settled for 
a safe third, though that was in doubt 
at the crunch because Swiss Roland 
Freymond (Yamaha) followed up a 
fine 350cc ride by chasing Fernandez 
home. 

Fifth was Walter Villa (Yamaha) 
obviously happy with the conditions, 
but poor Christian Estrosi (Kawasaki) 
saw a bundle of championship points 
disappear when his machine seized for 
the seventh and final time. 

The 125cc race, like the 350cc 
event, was a wet and sorry affair. 
Ricardo Tormo (Bultaco) liked the 
rain and won his first 125cc GP at a 
canter, well clear of Finn Matti Kin: 
nunen (MBA) who was over half a 
minute behind. 

Third was Hans Muller (Morbidelli) 
15 seconds down on Kinnunen but well 
clear of fourth place finisher Stefan 
Dorflinger (Morbidelli). 

Reigning world a ae Eugenio 
Lazzarini was taken to hospital after 
knocking hitnself out when he crashed 
at the railway chicane and Pier Paolo 
Bianchi (Minarelli) saw his chance to 
go when his machine hit mechanical 
problems. 

Fifth over the line was Australian 
Barry Smith (Morbidelli) who had his

mediately, 1 suggest you check with 
your local dealer and see what he can 
do for you. 

If you are on your way across the 
country now and have already 
discovered the lack of premium fuel, 
goto your nearest dealer and have him 
retard your bike’s spark about 5 
degrees. 

For now, stay away from gasahol, 
the alochol gasoline mixture. The 
engineers tell me there aren't enough 
BTUs’ available from alcohol to work 
effectively in a high compression 
motorcycle engine without making 
some carb. adjustments as well as 
timing changes. 

If you must use one of the high test 
un-leaded fuels, it would be a good 
idea to fill up with about % high test 
un-leaded and finish off. with 4% 
leaded regular. It won't make you the 
most popular man at the gas pump, 
but it’s your motorcycle and your 
vacation. e

The Dirt Curtain 

Motorcycledom, like Caesar’s 
Gaul, is divided in three parts. 
There is sport, there is street, 
and there is street/sport, or party. 


For many years motorcycledom was 
undivided. Every biker, in the 
beginning, rode the street, witnessed 
the races, and enjoyed the party before 
or afterward. 

First the sports riders separated 
from the mileiu. Their motorcycles 
were so specialized that they couldn't 
be ridden anywhere but in races. Still, 
the street bikers came to the races, and 
everybody joined in for the parties. 

Then the parties started getting 
more attention, more publicity, than 
the races. Bad publicity. Separating 
the parties from the races helped the 
racers, perhaps, but it deprived the 
non-racers from a vital connection 
with the sport. Animosity developed 
until now there is a “dirt curtain” 
between the sportsman-athlete motor- 
cycle racer and the biker on the street, 

So the street bikers invented their 
own occasions to ride, mingle, show 
off, party and do all the things that 
bikers love to do. Without any racing 
to climax the show, these weekends 
end just short of satisfaction for me 
and, I suspect, for others. Something 
is missing but they don't know what it 
is. 

What is missing comes very clear 
when the sport/street/party connection 
comes together all at once, like at 
Daytona this year. Here were bikers 
who had risked all the hazards to 
arrive, safe and sound, in a place 
where bikes and bikers were the rule, 
not the exception. 

In a few days they would all depart 
like spilled ball bearings to the four 
corners of the country. But not before 
some of the boasts and lies and B.S. 
and myths were put to the test of truth 
in fair contests of men and metal. 

Races of every sort were running in 
Daytona, from the beer-burnout drag 
challenges at the Cabbage Patch to the 
National Championship 200 miler. 
Old myths were destroyed and new 
ones erected. 

. The parties and the ride back home 
weren't bad either.

Claim jumpers! 125cc National bikes

i he AMA claiming rule has 
shaped the design of fact- 


ory motocross machinery in the 
United States. Particularly in 
the 125cc class where the Japanese 
team factory bikes have remained 
much more production oriented and 
stock appearing than their counter- 
parts being raced in the 125cc World 
Championships. The trend in Grand 
Prix Competition this season has been 
towards- watercooling for the retention 
of horsepower which can be lost by 
these highly tuned bikes during the 
course of a long 45-minute moto. 


In America, watercooling hasn't 
been used since 1976 by the Japanese 
teams for fear the too exotic appearing 
bikes would provoke some disgruntled 
privateer rider into utilizing the 
claiming rule. It hardly matters that 
the factory bikes are still one-off 
prototypes, just so long as they resem- 
bled their production counterparts 
from a distance. But when the 
claiming rule was put to misuse by a 
privateer who didn’t even plan to race 
the bike he bought, the wrath of the 
factory teams was brought down on 
the AMA and they suspended the 
claiming rule by the following week’s

race. 

The claiming rule never should have 
been utilized in National Champion- 
ship racing in the first place. There is 
a need for it on the semi-pro and 
qualifier level, and nothing but 
production machinery and related 
production components should be 
allowed in amateur racing. 

In the past the claiming rule has 
helped to keep factory bikes fairly 
simple in terms of their technology. 
Next season we can expect to see some 
really exotic equipment at the 
Nationals with new ideas in design 
which have never been tried before - if 
the claiming rule stays off the books. It 
should help to make the sport a lot 
more exciting and interesting for 
everyone. 

Yamaha OW 42 

In Europe, Team Yamaha's Gaston 

Rahier is racing an updated version of 


the original OW26 watercooled works - 


bike which was introduced in America 
in 1976, winning the National Cham- 
pionship that year and creating the 
original claiming rule controversy. 
The engine is mounted in an all-new 
chassis similar to the new OW 42 being 
used by Broc Glover to garner his 
possible third consecutive 125cc 
National Championship. 

Where Broc’s bike differs from 
Gaston's is the engine where the 





magnesium OW 42 powerplant is an 
all-new design without provision for 
installation of the crankshaft driven 
water pump as utilized by the OW 26. 
The new engine cases are more com- 
pact and even lighter than before. 
Countershaft sprocket location and 
swingarm pivot are as close together as 
possible. Transmission is 6-speed. 
Qnly the top end of the bike is 
aluminum, with the piston riding in a 
chrome bore cylinder and fed by reed 
induction as is standard Yamaha 
works bike practice. 

Unlike the production F model YZs 
which still use monocoque backbone 
frames, the OW 42 utilizes an all-tube 
frame for cooler running of the 
deCarbon reservoir aluminum-bodied 
Yamaha Monocross shock.” Showa 
air/spring works. forks handle the 
suspension chores up front, while 
travel at each end of the bike is mat- 
ched at 3500mm. Claimed weight for 
Broc’s OW42 is right on the FIM limit 
of 176 pounds, but word has it that the 
bike is considerably lighter than this 
figure and weight will be added to it 
by the time anyone figures to check it. 
Suzuki RA-125-79 

Harry Everts has clinched the 125cc 
World Championship aboard a water- 
cooled version of the new RA-125-79. 
The liquid is circulated by a 
crankshaft driven pump through the 





jacketed cylinder and head to the front 
frame mounted radiator. In America, 
Team Suzuki riders Brian Myerscough 
and Mark Barnett use more conven- 
tional looking air-cooled RA-125-79 
engines. 


Despite its conventional looks, the 
RA engine isan all-new design for the 
1979 season. The steel-sleeved cylinder 
is a center port exhaust design with 
reed induction, while the production 
RM-125N still utilizes an offset exhaust 
port and case reed induction. The new 
magnesium engine case design on the 
RA 6-speeder has a relocated shifter 
shaft to prevent chain interference, 
and the clutch actuator is moved to 
the left side of the engine like on the 
bigger Suzuki bikes for more positive 
control. The factory RA engines use 
somewhat smallish 32mm Mikuni car- 
buretors, so these little babies must be 
real torquers for 125s! 


The reason for the center port 
exhaust is the RA’s new twin downtube 
front frame, similar to Yamaha's, 
which Honda has been trying this 
season as well. The twin downtube 
frame is supposed to offer a little more 
rigidity over a single downtube frame. 


Suspension includes Kayaba 
air/spring works forks up front and 
Kayaba deCarbon remote resevoir rear 
sshocks. Travel is 280mm at each end, 


which is a little shorter then what was 
tried last year, while the new frame 
design and a lower seat height make 
for a bike which is really easy to ride. 
Weight is probably at the FIM 
minimum of 176 pounds. 

Suzuki already is considered to have 
the best production bike in the 125cc 
class with their RM-125N, and if they 
bring out a production version of this 
new RA-125 at the end of the year as 
has been their practice in the past, 
they should have a real winner on their 
hands. 


Kawasaki KX-125 SR 

Team Kawasaki certainly surprised 
everyone when. they introduced a 
125cc size Uni-Trak at Hangtown in 
the hands of Jeff Ward. Then they 
proceeded to surprise everyone even 
further by proving the bike to be 
highly competitive its first time out. It 
had taken Yamaha years to perfect 
their monoshock and yet here was 
Kawasaki seemingly having perfected 
overnight (actually, rumors of the Uni- 
Traks had been circulating almost a 
year earlier) a monoshock system of 
their own which used a special Kayaba 
deCarbon reservoir coil-over shock 
much smaller and operating under 
more stress than Yamaha's design. 

The aluminum box tube swingarm 
was thought to be much too weak for 
good handling as well, but Kawasaki 
has again proved the arm-chair 
engineers wrong with a unique rear 
axle cam adjustment system that 
clamps the axle and rear wheel so 
tightly to the swingarm the whole 
assembly becomes much more rigid in 
torsion and side flex than anyone but 
Kawasaki figured possible. 

Front forks are Kawasaki designed 
Kayaba air/spring works units and 
suspension travel at each end of the 
bike looks to be 280mm. The KX-125 
SR may be a little heavier, around 185 
pounds, than the other works bikes 
because its production-based engine 
which utilizes aluminum center cases 
and, cylinder reed induction to the 
Electro-Fusion iron plated cylinder 
bore. A watercooled bolt-on head is 
available if needed, and Jimmy 
Weinert rode an engine so equipped at 
last year’s U.S. 125cc Grand Prix. 
Plans are for the complete line of 
Kawasaki factory Uni-Trakers to 
become production bikes available 
late this year. 

Honda RC-125-79 JE/MF 

This is the other factory team ex- 
perimenting with a new twin front 
downtube frame for their 125cc works 
bike. Honda’s first effort, though, may 
not be too successful and problems are 
being encountered with flexing. The 
rear frame section isn’t too well braced 
and, the addition of bolt-on frame 
tubes behind the engine isn’t helping 
any. Factory riders like Warren Reid 
and Jim Gibson have yet to ride an RC 
with the 23-inch front wheel which 
Honda has designed their CR-125R 
production bike around. The larger 
diameter wheel doesn’t help handling 
as well as expected, due in part to the 
lack of a good knobby tire design. 

The suspension includes factory 
Showa spring forks up front and Fox 
AirShox on the back hooked to an 
aluminum swingarm. All the Honda 
team riders seem to favor the AirShoxs 
and Moto-X Fox works closely with 
them in development. Travel is 
285mm at each end and the bike's 
weight is right on the FIM minimum 
of 176 pounds. 

Honda's factory engine is nothing 
more than the excellent CR-125R 
production motor with slightly lighter 
magnesium side cases bolted up to the 
standard aluminum main cases. The 
only major difference is the cylinder 
where the new center port exhaust 
design is now employed so the expan- 
sion chamber fits between the new 
frame's front tubes. .

CMC Four-Stroke National MX champio 
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Things that go thump inthe © 
sunshine

With the growing sophistication of world- 
championship caliber motocrossers, it’s only 
natural to find some of that trickery duplicated 
on the machinery raced locally. Having the 


latest; longest, lightest and 
fastest iron at the track is imper- 
ative to being tres chic. 

Though not as popular as the 
presently dominant two-stroke 
screamers, a steadily expanding four- 
stroke market guarantees that they will 
not be left at the line with out-dated 
equipment. 

Rex Staten’s winning Yamaha is a 
Dick Mann-framed TT500 punched 
out to a monsterous 640cc, courtesy of 
a Pro-Tec stroker kit. Turned down 
YZ forks and a pair of Fox AirShox 


keep its claimed 252 pound wet weight 
amply suspended, while a double- 
leading shoe set up in the conical front 
hub works in conjunction with 
compression to handle braking chores. 

Jim Gibson's mount is the latest in a 
long line of Kelvin Franks’ creations. 
Starting out with a basic XR500 
engine from Escondido Honda, Franks 
built one of his special frames to house 
it, utilizing a very distinctive 
swingarm. The motor has been 
worked on a little, though time did not 
allow extensive modifications. In fact,

the entire motorcycle was completed 
just a few days before the race. Bassani 
Manufacturing handled the job of 
putting together an exhaust system in 
less time than they would have liked. 

With the bike’s weight at 243 
pounds dry, Ohlins do a tremendous 
job of keeping the back wheel to the 
ground. Up front is a conglomeration 
of things including Pro Fab triple 
clamps and Maico sliders. 

Bill Bell had a couple of bikes to 
handle. One was an XR500 nestled 
inside a C&J frame built to his specs 
and ridden by Larry Wosick. Because 
it's the same bike that was ridden in 
Baja, reliability was no problem. 
KYB's in front and Fox AirShox in 
back help keep its 246 pound wet 
weight tracking true. 

The other Bell bike was the XR250 
that Honda enduro whiz Rick Munyon 
rode in the Open Pro race. Using the 
same basic chassis and motor as his 
enduro bike, the suspension was more

akin to Wosick’s in order to cope with 
motocross-type pounding Munyon 
finished fifth overall with 5-5 finishes, 
quite a laudable performance for a 
midget-motored enduro bike among 
the monster motocrossers. 

Danny Turner's bike has been 16 
months in the making. Starting out 
with a standard T1500, an Aberg 
frame was procured to cradle . the 
engine, wrenched on by Doug Kohler.

GREAT DEALS ON ALL THREE SUZUKI GS-1000 
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No-compromise production 
motocrosser capable of 
winning Grand Prix 


By Jim Gianatsis 


The all-new KTM 420 motocrosser is one of 
those no-compromise production racers that 
only the Europeans know how to build. It’s a 
bike that, in stock form, is capable of winning 


in World Championship moto- 
cross. KTM has been doing it for 
years in the 250cc Grand Prix 
class with the likes of twice World 
Champion Guennady Moiseev on 
either box-stock or warmed-over pro- 
duction machines. And now they're 
winning races in the 500cc class as 
well. On June 24, Frenchman Jean- 
Jacques Bruno became the youngest 
man in history to win a 500cc Grand 
Prix when he took his stock KTM 420 
to the overall win of the West German 
round with 1-5 moto finishes. 


Bruno has been racing stock bikes. I 
inspected the bike he raced at the 
USGP at Carlsbad and again later 
when it was returned to KTM of 
America after the Canadian Grand 
Prix. As a matter of fact, the engine in 
my test bike had been carried by 
Bruno as a spare to both races and was 
actually used in the second moto at 
Canada. 


I was on hand as KTM service 
manager Rod Bush tore down the 
hardly broken-in engine for inspection 
... looked to see if the cylinder porting 
or anything else had been reworked (it 
hadn’t)...and bolted it back together 
again before re-installing in the new 
test bike. 


The history of the 420cc engine 
from its initial prototype form dates 
back nearly two years to the 1977 
Trans-AMA Series when then factory 
KTM rider Andre Malherbe rode what 
appeared to be a conventional 400 
MC-5 but with the production engine 
cases reworked to house a longer stroke 
crankshaft and larger bore cylinder. 
Then last year in the 500cc World 
Championship, Malherbe got an all- 
new prototype bike, predecessor to the 
MC-80, with a completely redesigned 
engine unit using the 420's (actual 
419cc) 85mm x 74mm bore and stroke 
tested in the Trans-AMA Series. 


Remaining in the KTM lineup will 
be the old 400 engine (actual 357cc) 
with its primary purpose of an enduro 
motor with its more manageable 
powerband, six-speed gearbox and 
external rotor Motoplat CDI. The new 
420 engine is downsized slightly, has a 
five-speed gearbox, the countershaft 
sprocket being positioned a little closer 
to the swingarm pivot for more 
constant chain tension, and the 
ignition is provided by a lighter and 


quicker revving internal rotor 
Motoplat CDI. 
Perhaps the most noteworthy 


change on the new engine is the 
primary kick starting, since no one is 
perfect when it comes to stalling an 
engine during a race. Despite the 
increase in displacement of the 420 
engine with its heavier flywheels, 
piston, etc., the weight of the power- 
plant is no more than the older 400 
engine. 

KTM remains with conventional 
piston/port induction on the 420 
engine with two transfer ports on each 
side of the cylinder fed from the 
crankcase and one additional transfer 
port at the rear of the cylinder fed 
through a window in the back of the 
piston. Just conventional five-porting 
which isn’t very radical, particularly at 
the cylinder base where the transfers 
are very narrow and there is a lot of 
aluminum available to be ported out if 
anyone was foolish enough to want 
more power, heaven forbid, since the 
420 already has more power than mere 
mortals will feel safe with. 

Carburetion is provided by a mon- 
strous 40mm Bing which proved to be 
easy starting and perfectly jetted 
throughout the rpm range. There was 
a problem, though, in that if you 
lugged the engine below the 
powerband (would you believe a lowly 
2000 rpm...no, don’t ask why I was 
riding it that slow) in a tight turn or up 
a hill, the engine might try to bog and

load up. It would pick back up quickly 
with a slip of the clutch, but this seems 
to be a tendency shared with the 
similar Bing equipped and piston- 
ported Maico. Whether this is a quirk 
of the carburetor or piston-porting I 
couldn't say, since many of us have 
become so used to Mikuni carbs and 
reed valve induction these last few 
years on nearly everything else. This 
isn't a problem at racing speeds, but 
riders do sometimes get sloppy and 
tired near the end of a moto, 

The chassis of the new MC-80 bike 
continues past KTM tradition. When 
it comes to attaching two pieces of 
steel chrome moly tubing together 
they continue to do it with the least 
amount {of farsightedness and the 
maximum amount of gussets and 
brackets. The top backbone of the 
frame uses no less than four pieces of 
tubing running from the steering head 
back in a trapezoid arrangement. 
Everyone else gets the job done with 
just one or two larger diameter tubes. 
What the MC-80 frame does. impart, 
though, is brute strength and torsional 
rigidity — it will not flex. However, 
the 420 motor cannot be removed 
from the frame without removal of the 
carburetor and swingarm. 


The rest of the bike is really 
exciting. All the right goodies are 
there from an extruded aluminum 
swingarm, full floating conical rear 
brake, and heavy duty nylon blocked 
chainguide and roller to such trick 
goodies as folding brake and shift 
levers and a nonbreakable aluminum 
silencer. Fenders, tank and sidepanels 
are unbreakable plastic. Levers are 
dog-leg Maguras and the throttle is the 
new 90 degree Magura assembly. 
Every component on the bike is 
premium quality right down to the 
American Sun rims and German 
Metzeler tires. 

Last fall when I tested the 250cc 
MC-80 I was not very impressed with 
its handling, due mainly to the way the 
suspension was set up. I was happy to 
find that the suspension on the 420 test 
bike was set up right and the entire 
bike handled beautifully. In stock 
form it seemed the equal of any 
factory works bike I have ridden. This 
really amazed me because the stock 
10.8 inch travel Marzocchi air/oil 
forks used on the bike have never been 
the one brand of accessory forks 
everyone rushes out to replace on their 
own bikes to make them handle better. 
But the Marzocchis on this bike were 
dampened perfectly and the progres- 
sive spring rate was just right for small 
shudder bumps and big jumps: Since 
the forks were new and the springs 
hadn't settled in yet, no air pressure 
was used. Factory rider Bruno gains 
about a half inch of travel out of his 
Marzocchi forks by shortening the top- 
out spring. 

Earlier MC-80 bikes came equipped 
with Koni non-rebuildable reservoir 
shocks, but all the new bikes come 
with excellent Ohlins: gas/oil shocks 
with external reservoirs. These are one 
of the best accessory shocks on the 
market today so KTM couldn't have 
selected a better one. The Ohlins have 
dual rate springs and a celasto 
progressive spring-rate-effect bottom- 
out rubber. They're rebuildable and 
adjustable for both damping and 
spring preload (i.e. ride height). Rear 
wheel travel is 11.8 inches. 

The monster 420 proved to be a joy 
to ride, particularly as the new suspen- 
sion components seated themselves in 
and began to soften up. The handling 
characteristics of the bike are very 
neutral, similar to those of a works 
Suzuki RN, allowing you to shift your 
weight to the back of the bike for 
better handling at speed, while for 
better low speed handling you shift 
yourself slightly forward and work the 
front end. There is no real need to 








crowd the gas tank since the front end 
tracks itself beautifully through the 
tightest turns, always on the chosen 
line without the need for more weight 
or muscle. Even on off -cambers it 
sticks to your intended line. 

High speed tracking across rough 
ground also proved exceptional. As 
long as the power was on the bike 
would go straight. There is no flex in 
the frame or swingarm to kick you 
sideways, even over the worst bumps. 
The bike is not a wheelie machine and 
bringing up the front end requires a 
conscious effort. 3 

The brakes were among the best I’ve 
ever encountered on any factory bike. 
Really strong, progressive and light to 
work. Even the smallish front conical 
brake was up to its task of slowing the 
big brute down from high speed 
without any effort whatsoever or the 
slight fear that it could put you over 
the handlebars if you got carried away 
and pulled on the Magura lever too 
hard. 

If I keep making references to 
Japanese factory works bikes it is 
because the 420 KTM handles that 
well. Even its weight won't give it 
away. At 227 pounds it’s lighter than 
the factory 420 Uni-Trak Kawasaki of 
Brad Lackey’s (230 lbs.) and only six 
pounds heavier than Heikki Mikkola’s 
ultra exotic OW-41 Yamaha (221 
Ibs.). 

The 420 engine really is a monster. 
But it is a very tractable monster if you 
exercise very precise throttle control. 
The powerband begins pulling 
smoothly and strongly right from 
around 2,000 rpm to wherever it may 
go, perhaps 7,500 rpm. But the fear it 
instills in you is immense. Not totally 
from sheer horesepower, but from the 
engine’s quick revving ability. Lean on 
the throttle hard and the engine will 
burn the rear tire as it scratches for 
traction. You don’t want to be 
anywhere nearby, particularly in the 
rider’s seat, if this mutha ever decided 
to suddenly hook up with the ground. 

Rolling on the throttle slowly and 
precisely will allow the 420 to retain 
traction and accelerate forward. The 
problem with the 420's overly zealous, 
quick-revving tendency is twofold; the 
first being the 4.50 x 18 Metzeler rear 
tire is nowhere near capable of 
handling the power available, and the 
other is the low inertia of the small 
internal rotor Motoplat. The solution 
is to install either a larger 5.00 rear 
tire, a heavier external rotor 
Motoplat, or both. l'd begin with the 
larger rear tire, which is needed 
anyway, and it might, in itself, help to 
add a little more flywheel effect to the 
engine. The new Motoplat should only 
be considered as a last resort since the 
engine's poverband has more than 
enough torque to pull its way through 
or up anything. You'll still have to 
learn that smooth and controlled use 
of the throttle is the way to win races. 

There is enough low speed power 
and tractability in the 420 engine that 
you never have to worry about using 
first gear. Second is the lowest gear 
you'll use for tight turns and steep 
hills. Third gear can be used for starts. 
I even tried a number of fourth gear 
starts which went off beautifully, 
though it required keeping the engine 
screaming and clutch slipping for a 
hundred feet or so. Third gear starts 
were quicker. 

In all, the new 420 KTM is a 
fantastic motorcycle which is certainly 
equal to the works machinery being 
used in World Championship 
motocross today. It’s handling and 
suspension cannot be faulted. The 
basic 420 engine package is excellent 
as well, while the annoying problems 
of bogging when off the powerband 
and too quick revving when on it could 
easily be corrected with a different 
carburetor and a larger rear tire. 8

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Preston new 
European 
Champ

Following his convincing victory 
in the semi-final at Assen, West 
Germany, Ron Preston stormed 
to victory in the final of the Euro- 
pean Under 21 Championship held at 
Leningrad, Russia. 

Preston's strongest opposition was 
expected to come from the brilliant 
young Dane, Erik Annderson, of 
Cradley Heath. However, Annderson 
was unable to compete, having un- 
fortunately broken his leg in the 
run-up to the final. 

A select few Eastern riders were 
presented with the brand new Jawa 
two valves (designed primarily for the 
ice racing market where they captured 
the first four places in this year's 
World Ice Championships) which were 
reported by Czech rider “in the know” 
Jiri Stancl, as actually being faster 
than the four valves. 

Even against such odds, Ron 
triumphed with 13 points; Anatoli 
Faizulin, of Russia, was second with 
12; and Ari Kopponen of Finland was 
third with 11. 

Again on the international scene, 
this time at Breinen in West Germany. 
Bruce Penhall left himself in an 
excellent position for the last round of 
the World Masters Series. 

The second round of the series was 
won by Ole Olsen who failed to score 
any premium points in the first round. 
With first round winner Michael Lee 
crashing heavily in his first ride, 
second and third place men in this 
meeting, Collins and Penhall 
respectively lead the Series with 22 
premium points apiece. 


Olsen won the meeting with 13 
points after being beaten by Collins, 
who unfortunately had engine failure 
in one race, and by Lee who, after his 
heavy crash, bravely continued but 
failed to score any premium points. 

Bruce Penhall secured third spot 
after five exhilarating second places 
which had the crowd roaring their 
approval, especially in the run-off for 
third place when he came from behind 
against Dave Jessup. In another run- 
off the other American involved in the 
series, Scott Autrey, came home first 
to pick up fifth place and another six 
premium points, giving him an outside 
chance of a place in the series. 

On the subject of Bruce Penhall, an 
extremely bizarre confrontation 
awaited him in a league match at 
Birmingham. He had been called in as 
a guest replacement for Michael Lee 
in the Kings Lynn Team, to find 
himself up against fellow American 
and Cradley Heathen, Bobby 
Schwartz, a late appointment as guest 
for the Birmingham Team. The two 
men met in heat three, tangled, and 
ended together in the safety fence on 
the deck. Bruce was most unhappy 
about this incident, especially as 
Bobby went on to win the re-run. 

But, to cap it all off, the two met 
again in the final heat where the 
match could have gone either way. 
The pair literally tore into one 
another, forcing errors by the very 
ferocity of their challenges. Having 
passed and re-passed four times, 
Penhall was eventually the one to 
crack and Schwartz won the match 
for Birmingham with this ride.

Two for Lunde at

GARDENA, CA, AUG. 1 : 
Motocross racing at Ascot Park 
is going red hot and it is easy to 
understand just why this event 
has been going for 10 years.

Then they were 
pressing one another hard and Tim 
went to the inside on the corner before 
the TT jump. He slid around Shane 
but somehow he stalled his engine. So 
McDonald held the lead to the finish. 





McDonald won the 500cc Pro class 
overall while Lunde aced out Gregg 
Waldrup in the 250cc race. 

Ron Olson is becoming the star in 
the 250cc Junior class. This is always a 
full-house race. Olson darted out 
ahead on his Yamaha in the first moto 
and breezed through the race in front 
of Dan Arellano and Gilbert Leos. In 
the second moto Olson was in the lead 
but it appeared that his engine was 
developing problems and he was 
passed by Leos and Arellano. Then 
Arellano fell on a corner so Olson 
made it through the finish in second. 
The 250cc Junior first place trophy fell 
into Olson’s hands for his 1-2 finish. 
Those who fell into the next places 
were Leos, Arellano, Dave Whatley 
and Art Gergjes.

Klinzmann takes 
AFM RR; Lawson 
injured

RIVERSIDE, CA, JULY 29 

A week before the F750 road race 
at Laguna Seca and two weeks 
after the last National at Sears 


Point, most of the top teams

Federation of Motorcyclist road races 
as practice sessions for their 
machinery didn’t show up. Only part 
of the Kal-Gard team and Harry 
Klinzmann made the trip to Riverside 
Raceway. 

But it was a very painful day for the 
newest star of the 250cc class on a 
National level: Eddie Lawson. After a 
poor start in the 250cc GP race, 
Lawson was third behind Gennady 
Luibimsky (Hunt Yam) and Mark 
Homchick (Phil Schilling Yam) as the 
trio came into turn six. Lawson lost 
control of his Yamaha and flew in the 
air before hitting the guard rail on the 
outside of the track. His motorcycle 
followed the same route and finished 
on top of the injured rider. The 
ambulance, which usually sits on the 
inside of that turn came right away 
and took him to the hospital, where 
doctors found a dislocated hip. 
Lawson, who was scheduled to race 
the Winston Pro Series short track in 
Chicago and the round of the Formula 
750 World Championship at Laguna 
Seca on a Dave Garoutte TZ750 
Yamaha, will be out for probably six 
to nine weeks. 

As the ambulance crew was tending 
to Lawson, Homchick was after 
Luibimsky in the race, which was not 
interrupted. Gennady resisted for a 
few laps before giving the lead to 
Homchick. Mark crossed the line a 
bikelength ahead of the South San 
Francisco rider, 

In the 125cc GP race Jody Nicholas 
on a S&W Honda MT125 made his 
racing comeback in a very convincing 
manner by winning over the Can-Am 
of Danny Coe. Danny had the early 
lead but by the time the two riders 
started to lap the slower bikes, Coe was 
caught in traffic, and Nicholas had an 
easier way to victory circle, “I lost my 
front tire, and Jody had a fantastic 
ride,” commented Danny later. 


The Superstreet race was delayed 30 
minutes because of an accident in turn 
two during the first lap which saw two 
riders down who needed a trip to the 
hospital. With the first ambulance out 
after Lawson's crash, AFM officials 
called for the stop of the race. On the 
restart it was Chuck Parme on his 
Kawasaki and Willi Scheffer (RC En- 
gineering/GSM/Torco Suzuki GS1000) 
dicing up front with Tom Ballentyne 
third. When Ballentyne dropped off 
on the fourth of the 10 laps, Carry 
Keoshgerian and Steve Sowden, both 
on Kawasakis, tried during the 
remaining laps to take his place, with 
Sowden getting the upper hand at the 
checkered flag. But in front the race 
was settled a lot earlier with Parme 
leading and Scheffer settling for 
second.

About halfway through the moto, 
however, Breker managed to get his 
act together and reel in the leader, but 
the checkered flag came out before he 
could become a threat.

In round two Miller made a 
comeback, getting the holeshot and 
leading all the way to the checkered 
flag. Fernandez was putting in an 
excellent ride for only his third Pro 
race and held down second until lap 
five when Breker took over. Reisinger’s 
pace was slightly off what it was in 
moto one and by the end of the race 
the best he could manage was fourth 
behind Fernandez. That gave Miller 
the overall with Breker taking home 
second place money. 

The 125cc Pros were taken by 
Suzuki West's Craig Dale. Dale has 
been coming on stronger and stronger 
every week but Riverside Suzuki's Rick 
Stout has been hot too and between 
the two of them they put on a good 
show. Dale pulled the first holeshot 
while Stout was in fourth but it didn’t 
take long for the two riders to find each 
other. Breker and his small bore 
Husky had their work cut out for them 
with a mid-pack start but he too 
managed to cut his way up quickly and 
by lap five he was sitting in fourth 
behind Dale, Stout and Todd Peterson 
(Suz). Breker followed Peterson for 
several more laps before moving into 
third where he finished. 

Moto two was Stout’s turn to get the 
start. He went into the first turn with 
Peterson, Breker and Dale filing in 
behind him and the race became a 
four way contest. Dale moved up to 
second on lap three, but both Peterson 
and Breker remained right on his tail. 
Stout led the group almost all the way 
through the race, but on the lap 
before the white flag came out he got 
out of shape. The mistake cost him 
three places and he finished behind 
Breker who was in third behind 
Peterson.

Robertson, Hansen, 
Lawrence land 
CRC Tri-race wins

VALENCIA, CA, JULY 29 

In a dawn-til-dusk day of racing, 
the California Racing Club held 
the second round of their IRC 
Tri-race Series on a revised In- 
ternational Track, with a total of 23 
classes going for the brass, gift certifi- 
cates from Malcolm Smith Racing 
Products, Suzuki West of Rosemead, 
and Canoga Park Suzuki, and a $1500 
Pro purse that drew enough Pros to 
necessitate two qualifiers in the Open 
and 250cc classes, and a full gate of 
125s on the side. It was the largest 
crowd ever assembled at Indian Dunes 
for a motocross race! 

In the Pro classes, Wheelsmith 
Maico's Greg Robertson fought a 
moto-long battle with Can-Am’s 
Donnie Hansen in both the 500 and 
250cc main events, with Robertson 
taking the 500cc while Hansen 
snatched the 250cc. In the 125s, Mark 
Lawrence nipped Johnny O’Mara for 
the overall, with his 3-1 over O’Mara’s 
consistent 2-2, 

First out of the gate vere the Open 
Pros, and at the top of the start hill 
was the most spectacular first-turn 
action ever seen at Indian Dunes. 
Hansen pulled the holeshot with his 
Orange Rocket, but at the right hand 
first turn, he could hear the 450cc 
Wheelsmith Maico underneath 
Robertson closing on the inside. 
Rather than give up his short lead, 
Hansen held the throttle wide open 
and went flying off the side of the bank 
on the outside of the turn. Robertson, 
in one of the best moves seen all day, 
squared the corner on the inside, 
nailed the gas, and shot by a squirrely 
Hansen some five feet above him. 

Since Robertson had only received 
his bike the Thursday before,the race, 
Hansen had a definite advantage of 
knowing his machine, and it showed in 
the rough sandwash and _ tricky 
corners. But each time they hit a 
straight, Robertson was gone: The 
power in his motorcycle was awesome,

and it pulled at least two bikelengths 
on Hansen every straight. 

Hansen stuck in second very nicely 
for the first three-quarters of the 
main, then started really applying 
heavy pressure in an attempt to take 
over first place. Nothing he tried 
shook Robertson, who was riding a 
brilliant race, but with three laps to 
go, the Wheelsmith rider made a 
costly mistake. Going into the esses at 
the end of a long straight, Robertson 
missed a shift and lost momentum into 
a corner. Hansen capitalized on the 
mistake and went around the outside 
for the lead before Robertson could 
get his 450 rolling again. 

The last two laps saw Robertson 
catch Hansen on the straights, then 
when the two piled into lapped traffic, 
Robertson made a final bid for the 
win. As Hansen tried to go outside of 
the lappees, Robertson went for the 
inside, and it was all a matter of who 
could come out first, dodging the 
riders spread out in the corner. 
Robertson’s line came out the better of 
the two, and he went on to win it bya 
bikelength over Hansen, with Bill 
Ovellette putting in a fine ride for 
third. Rounding out the top five were 
Mark White and Hal Strauss, both on 
Maicos. 

Starting the 250cc Pro main was like 
looking at the 500s again, as the first 
two riders out of the gate were Hansen 
and Robertson. Maico-mounted 
Kenny Zahrt, Tim Locey and Mark 
Lawrence were the next in line, but 
everyone was watching the battle up 
front between Hansen and Robertson.

the day. Many riders tried to copy his 
style but none had his control at this 
spot. Novice rider Mike Kelley said he 
realized he was about to be lapped just 
as he approached the jump. As the 
bike roared past his head, he was 
actually eye level with the rear tire. He 
caught the name "Odle" on the back 
of the leathers as the rider made a 
perfect landing then smoothly 
negotiated a sharp left turn. Fullerton 
Yamaha's Robert Pfetzing was hot 
after Odle and made an impressive 
ride of his own. Pfetzing aced Expert 
Jerry Trimble and Amateur Bill 
Holmes for second overall. 

In the 80cc race, Bellflower 
Yamaha’s “Bullit” Kevin Seen was 
right on John Burr’s hot new rider, Bill 
Clontz, but went out with engine 
problems. This seeingly left Clontz 
racing all alone due to the tremendous 
lead he held over “Racin’ Jason” 
Prater. Prater went down and was 
passed by T.D. Swets and Shannon 
Shablin but he managed to hold off 
Ron Bell for fourth. 

The fourth race was the Seniors — all 
classes over 35 years old. Bill Saltzman 
claimed the overall win and, as second 
place Lars Larsson said, “He rode that 
motorcycle as if he had stolen it.” 
Dallas Baker had a short lived taste of 
the front line action, then went out 
because of water in his transmission, 
Larsson, who has earned seven gold 
medals from his 12 International Six 
Days Trial rides, displayed all his 
talent while trying to catch the 
uncatchable Saltzman: Larsson’s 
efforts were especially appreciated 
when it was learned that he was riding 
with a broken front brake cable. He 
explained, “Everytime I went over a 
jump, the front brake was locked on 
and the bike wanted to go sideways.”

McRae wins, 
Michak ‘‘Bumped’’ 
at WMRRA 

road race

KENT, WA, JULY 29 

Excellent track conditions at 
Seattle International Raceway 
drove lap times within two tenths 
of a second apart in Open GP. 
Greg McRae won, despite determined 
riding by Chris Michak on his Robb 
North framed Z-1. In the first heat 
Michak got the holeshot but McRae 
passed by the end of the lap and 
carried on to the wire. Gus Denzler’s 
Kawasaki dropped out on lap two with 
broken shift linkage, allowing Roger 
Bump’s Yamaha to take third. 


Michak came closer to his goal in 
the second heat. During the first half, 
he and McRae were neck and neck at 
the start/finish where McRae's TZ 
would show its horesepower and pull 
away at the end of the straight. Gus 
Denzler again was in third when his 
linkage disconnected in turn eight: He 
parked his Kaw and watched the turn 
nine sweeper where Michak would 
somehow outbrake McRae’s lighter 
Yamaha, and pass him to the 
start/finish. McRae re-passed. the Z1 
by the end of the straight and led 
through the back straight all the way 
to turn nine where Michak decided to 
put it to him on lap six. Going into the 
tight esses from the downhill, Chris 
tried to outbrake the Yamaha, but 
couldn't. He wobbled onto the escape 
road and coasted down to re-enter the 
track just behind McRae. He drafted 
McRae, increasing the pressure till 
McRae mis-shifted in turn nine. Greg 
may have found an extra neutral, or 
even have killed his motor, but in any 
event Michak’s Kawasaki gained 500 
feet ‘on him and led at the flag. 


Club rules specify that a rider must 
re-enter the track at the same point he 
leaves it. Since Michak couldn't have

done so, he was denied the heat and 
given third overall, which he took in 
good grace. Greg McRae’s Yamaha 
got the overall win, followed by Roger 
Bump. 

250 GP money class continues to 
draw riders all the way from Oregon 
and Canada. Dean Peterson won the 
first heat while Renton Yamaha's 
Bruce Lind managed second after a 
terrible start. From last into turn one, 
Lind had passed nine riders by lap six. 
Then, on the last lap, going into 
sweeping turn two, Mike Whittlesey 
passed Greg McCrae for second place, 
momentarily. Lind took the inside line 
and, with the throttle on even before 
the apex, passed them both going into 
the downhill. 

Before heat two, Lind changed 
carburetors. The Mikuni “Power Jets” 
which Steve Baker lent him weren't 
right for his TZ-250 E, so he returned 
to the type he’s used to. Bruce got a 
fine start this race and grabbed a good 
lead ahead of Dean Peterson. A hectic 
squabble for third went on between 
Steve Schaefer, Chris Robinson, Mike 
Whittlesey, and Greg McRae, who 
eventually made his way to third. On 
lap three, Lind broke a clutch cable. 
He did everything possible and was 


still barely ahead of Peterson at the 
checkered flag for the overall win. 


Three riders have perfect scores 
going into the fourth round of 
WMRRA's season. Joe Rodgers’ rotary 
Suzuki again slew everything in his 
path, Randy Skiver (Bellevue Suzuki) 
won out over Dan Freeman's monster 
Kawasaki both times in a very fast 
Open Cafe race, which was 
highlighted by dicing between Gus 
Denzler and Pat Marinacci. In 750cc 
Production, Rocky Phoenix again 
soared to his ninth and 10th heat race 
wins. This combined 750 and Open 
Production race was particularly 


interesting: 16 valve Hondas 
dominated both: classes. By the 
halfway point, Phoenix, Claude 


Hislop, and Mike Mayes grabbed 
positions one through three, leading 
all, including Suzuki 1000’s to both 
checkered flags. 

Chivalry is not dead at Seattle Inter- 
national Raceway. Marty Wilkison has 
long been known for his reverence 
toward Italian women and 
motorcycles. Spying one in trouble 
during the Production practice, he 
suddenly threw down his own Honda 
Hawk and leaped toward turn four. 
His quick thinking allowed a beautiful 
500 Morini to come to rest in his arms. 
An impressed turn worker eventually 
pulled the motorcycle from Marty, 
who was happy to see it was unscathed. 
After a short trip to the hospital, 
Marty was in the mood for racing 
again, and took sixth in the second 410 
Production heat. 


The next Seattle road race. is 
scheduled for September 2, followed 
by a meet in Portland, September 9.

Kim Jorgensen is still the hottest 
thing in District 36 Expert com- 
petition. He’s leading the top.20 
Black Plate list by a bunch and 


won the 250cc Expert bash tonight 
with ease over Rick Arnaiz and Joey 
Knight which rounded out a top three 
sweep for Can-Am. This was warm up 
night for a long weekend of Amateur 
National qualifying on the scrambles 
track, with lots of red-hot racing 
action. About 150 riders and a healthy 
crew of spectators still show up for the 
regular Friday night races that have 
become a legend in the Central Valley 
of California and Kim Jorgensen con- 
tinues to wow ‘em all with his awe 
inspired riding on the Jorgy Can-Am. 
Mini-bike riders are still in 
abundance with Billy Campbell 
winning the Pee-Wee run-and 
Antone Mellow doing some styling in 
the combined 60cc class. John West 
beat out Charlie Venegas for the 80cc 
Novice and Doug Chandler won his 
first of a double header on the Salinas 
KX-80. Chris Carr made only one 
mistake and that was to let Chandler 
get by; but he held onto the champ’s 
rear wheel as best he could while 
Aaron Hill brought up third over a 
hard charging Kurt Chandler. Ten- 
year-old Kurt has already figured out 
the feet up slide and will be a big time 
threat for number one next season. 


Kevin Breker took the Junior 
portion of 80/100cc’s while Chandler 
brought out the trusty 100 Yamaha to 
win another Expert go over Carr and 
Vance Sherfield. 

Ray Grijalva started the Sportsman 
competition rolling with a win in the 
125cc Novice and Jerry Lanning did 
the same in the 125cc Junior. Mike 
Hayward found an IT 175 and took it 
to a win in the 200cc Novice/Junior 
combined over Don Dobler’s XL 175 
Honda. Shawn Black continues to win 
the 250cc Novice affair (and will look 
to turn a red plate quickly) while Mike 
Swartz took the second place trophy. 


The 250cc Junior class heats up the 
action and gets the fans warmed up for 
the big boys. Jon Eichelbaugh took the 
win after a good catch up and pass ‘em 
job while Darrell Thompson won a 
second place spot over Mike Cronk 
who was riding an ancient PDV.

Dennis Kritzer took 
the point in the 500cc Expert after 
refusing to let John Tavis by.

With practice scheduled for 
6:00 p.m., the moment of truth was at 
hand. So the track operator signaled 
the water wagon, "let's go.” 

By the time the equipment pulled 
onto the track it was raining — then it 
started to hail. But the equipment 
continued on with their work and by 
6:00 p.m. the weather had cleared, 
the track was prepared, and practice 
started right on time. 

With well over 100 riders showing 
up, in the rain, to ride a smooth, hard 
surface flat track event, it's no wonder 
that the track owner is extremely 
proud of his track.

Stockton’s Mark Key put together 
a fine double header effort in 
the National Amateur Scrambles 
qualifier for big bikes by winning 
a very controversial 250cc class and a 
no holds barred 500cc decision. The 
Lodi M.C. did a great job of 
organizing this Amateur only event 
and, despite the gas/inflation problems 
and the thought that Amateur racing 
is in its death throes, a spirited group 
put on a dynamite show. 

Chris Carr started out the twilight 
program with a great pair of wins, 
making him a qualifier in four classes 
for the Ascot Amateur National the 
end of August, showing that when he’s 
hot, he’s flawless and fast. In the 100cc 
category, he rode the Jorgy Suzuki to 
an easy runaway win over Vance 
Sherfield and Steve Mitchell while 
Gary Coit held off Larry Staggs and 
Mike Macedo for the possible alternate 
spot. 
oa the 101-125cc class, Chris had to 
do a lot of passing but, in classic style, 
picking his way through traffic, Chris 
made no mistakes and won out over 
Ray Grijalva and Vance Sherfield. He 
had a great time collecting his trophies 
from the lovelies after the races. 

Mike Hayward hauled out an IT 
175 and won the 126-200cc event over 
Don Dobler's four stroke Honda with 
Bob Kaftinow taking the third qualifi- 
cation spot on a Suzuki. This may be 
one of the classes where, if you rode, 
you could qualify. 

The running of the 250cc main 
event was held up when protests 
started flying about semi riders not 
being apprised of their right to choose 
a pole position, So, all three of the 
semis were re-run after the completion 
of the other events, and then finally 
the 250cc main. It was popular for 
those who hadn't done well in the 
regular semis but very unpopular for 
those that didn’t stay around or 
couldn't repeat their efforts. Counter 
protests were reported to be offered 
and the AMA will have to satisfy these 
problems. 

Dan Malfatti rode the Cycle Works 
Honda to the 360cc main event win 
and was properly rewarded at trophy 
presentation by a bottle of bubbly. 
Danny had been working toward this 
ride and despite having been chased 
by a couple of great Experts the Junior 
rated rider prevailed. Jim Mahoney 
took his own Honda creation to second 
over Dave Boyles on the Spinetti 
Honda. Darrell Thompson took a fine 
fourth over Kenny Burton and semi 
winning Dan Armstrong. 


Dennis Kritzer appeared to be the 
man to beat in the 500cc class, being 
the only Black Plate Expert in the 
race. He was surrounded by kids and it 
was the kids that proved to be his 
undoing as 15-year-old Mark Key took 
the checkered with some fancy riding 
on the McGill's TT500. Kritzer held

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off the charges of 13-year-old Doug 
Chandler and Danny Moore on the 
Cal Cycle Supply XR500 Honda, after 
an altercation with Phil Vitale that left 
that XR500 in last. Another rule 
dispute may follow. 

Steve Hall was one of the big heat 
race winners on the Glen Hall BSA in 
big bike competition, with Matt Rohr 
winning the other heat. Eric Weisler, 
who didn't fare too well in his heat, 
after suffering the loss of coils, put it 
all back together and won the main 
with ease on his 750cc Yamaha. Rohr 
rode to second place on the Matt’s 
Muffler/Ron’s Radiator Yamaha while 
Hall held on for third and a place in 
the National runoffs on the ancient 
BSA. 

In two of the re-started 250cc semis, 
new winners made for the aforemen- 
tioned protests with Bill Arbogast 
making the main along with Doug 
Chandler, both of whom were out on 
their first tries. 

Mark Key was really hot as they all 
got through the first corner and 
around the turn with Teddy Davidson 
doing some hot and heavy passing 
after a poor start. Davidson's problem 
came in staying on the track and he 
was later dropped to last over that area 
of difficulty. Key ran off on the McGill 
Yamaha YZ 250 Champion while 
Freddie Crabaugh and Joe Knight 
moved up for second and third after 
Davidson's problems. Doug Chandler 
rode the Salinas Kawasaki KX 250 toa 
fine fourth place, and the fourth 
qualifying position, with Danny Moore 
in for fifth over Dave Holland and 
Chuck Kole.

SACRAMENTO, CA, JULY 22 

One hundred degree weather has 
a funny effect on the patch of 
rubber tire that meets the drag 


strip. This was certainly the case 
at Sacramento Raceway when the 
Modified Motorcycle Association held 
their season’s second round of all bike 
competition: The traction just wasn’t 
there. Slippery conditions prevailed as 
the racers with the big horsepower 
couldn't put it all on the ground. 
However, 50-plus riders gave it their 
all, and the meet ticked on like a Swiss 
watch. 

Eliminations went through the 
rounds and finally came down to the 
semis. Bracket 7-A brought Charles 
Lord all the way up from Redwood 
City to put his Honda on the line with 
“Jaws” of Sacramento. “Jaws,” well 
known locally, put his Harley out front 
with an E.T. of 14.04, to Lord’s losing 
14.19. Neil Hourihan, piloting this 
author’s own 305 “killer Honda” 
railer, streaked out a 14.09 to blast 
John Murillo's Harley with a 14.47. 

Bracket 6 semi paired up Gary 
Ogletree from Castroville on a Hog 
with Fresno’s own Will Puckett on a 
Ducati. At the finish, it was the Italian 
machine barely aceing out the iron 
from Milwaukee, 13.50 to 13.57. Alan 
Mahan out of Sacramento completed 
the round on his Harley with a single. 


Bracket 5 semi had San Jose rider 
Jeff Boddie on a Norton showing the 
way to Larry Rile on a Kawasaki from 
Santa Rosa. Jeffs holeshot did the job 
for him even though he had the slower 
E.T. at 12.98 to Rile’s 12.79. Jim 
Clark completed the round on his 
Honda with a single. 

Bracket 4 semi racers put on a great 
show with Bob Marchbanks, from 
Clovis, on a Honda getting there first 
with an E.T, of 12.26 over Dean Ayers’ 
San Jose Kawasaki with a 12.10. 
However, Marchbanks jumped out of 
his dial-in, making Ayers the victor.

In Bracket 3, it was Honda vs. 
Suzuki as Bob Trussel’s rail Suzie 
dusted the Honda of Gary Whittmier 
from Fresno, 11.41 to 11.51. Mike 
McCart, another Fresno rider (they 
must have chartered a bus) put his 
Suzuki out in front of Jim Hands on a 
Honda from Sacto 11.79. to 11.99. 
However, McCart also went a little fast 
for his dial-in, making the Honda 
rider a little happier. 

Bracket 2 semi was a short round as 
Terry Henry's Sacramento Kawasaki 
breezed to an easy solo win when his 


competition couldn't fire.

Honsaker backer 


I have read both letters in Cycle 
News regarding the Pro race at 
Woodside MX track at Sandpoint, ID. 
I think it is only fair that an interested 
spectator be heard from. 

I have attended almost every race at 
this track for the past four years, 
because my son rode at Woodside and 
other tracks here in the northwest. He 
would have been riding in this race, 
had he not been badly injured in a 
car/motorcycle accident last September 
which will put him out of racing until 
next season. Yes, Woodside, you do, or I 
should say did have one of the finest 
MX tracks in this or any other part of 
the country. You did, when the 
natural terrain was used. You had just 
enough fine jumps, both uphill and 
downhill, tight, well bermed. turns, 
long straightaways and almost every 
week of racing, enough mud and 
water at the creek to add another 
challenge to the best of riders. Then 
out came the tractor. Jumps were built 
higher, and new ones added, some 
which had to be bladed down during 











the race because they were too 
dangerous. All this has accomplished 
is a rise in damage to both riders and | 
machines. As for track preparation, it 
is always superb. I say go back to your 
original track layout. Why chance 
when you have a winner? 

As for Doug Honsaker'’s remarks 
about this year's Pro race, I think he is 
100% right. The weather, I'll grant 
you was bad, but all the delays were 
entirely uncalled for, especially in a 
Pro race. These boys were not 
beginners; they have raced under these 
conditions before. The rules are set 
before the race, if they are enforced, 
the riders will be at the line in time 
and the races will be run on time. As 
for the promotion, let me say this:. It 
takes a lot more than advertisers and 
posters to have a successful race, 
There is nothing that will turn a rider 
or a spectator off quicker than to sit 
for 12 hours and listen to an 
announcer babble on about delays. I 
have attended, as well as Doug and 
also members of the Brushrats Club, 
the Trans-AMA race at Puyallup, WA. 
The weather there was just as bad but 
the races were run on time. You 
cannot use the weather as an excuse in 
a Pro race. 

As for the flagmen, some of them 
were racers so we can't judge them all 
by the action of others. At the location 
where I sat, after the jump on the back 
stretch, the flagman was bad. Several 
riders went down in the mudhole and 
it was the spectators who helped the 
riders and warned bikes coming off the 
jump, not the flagman. He was under 
a tree at the west side of the track. Go 
back for a moment to the race two 
weeks before. There were riders down 
just after the uphill and after the | 
downhill jumps. Again spectators took 
the flag from the kid to warn other 
riders. To the Brushrats I can only say 
this: You pay more for flagmen by far 
than any track around, and you deserve 
much more for your money than you 
are getting. Again, you have rules, 
enforce them. 

As for the gate in last year’s race, it 
was mechanical; it could happen 
anywhere. Let me say at this time, 
your first Pro race, three years ago was 
indeed a Pro race. The track was in 
fine condition, and the races ran like 
clockwork. When the starter counted 
off the seconds with cards in hand, the 
race was started ready or not. This is a 
Pro race. 

Just for the record, Mr. Honsaker 
has attended every Pro race and many 
more from Puyallup to Saddleback, 
the USGP at Carlsbad and knows a 
good race promotion when he sees 
one. Doug is a good friend of mine as 
are many of the riders at Woodside. 
Doug's letter was not, as Mr. Kane 
stated, a kick in the head, but instead 
one of concern. He as well as all of us 
in this area know the quality of racing 
the Brushrats are capable of 
promoting and to see it go downhill 
the way it did in this last Pro race 
should be a concern to everyone in this 
area interested in motocross.

No Expert restrictors, 27mm 
for Juniors, other rules 
changed for ‘80 


WESTERVILLE, OH, AUG. 10 : 

The American Motorcyclist Association will continue its present 
formula for Expert dirt track racing equipment through the 1981 
season. Carburetor restrictions will be tightened in the Junior dirt 
track rider classification, but there will be no carburetor restriction for 
Expert class machines. 

For 1980, Expert riders will continue to compete on unrestricted 
machines with a maximum of two cylinders, two-stroke or four- 
stroke, and a maximum of 750cc displacement. 

Junior riders in the 1980 season may race 335-500cc, one or two 
cylinder engines, two or four-stroke, without carburetor restriction. All 
501-750cc engines, one or two cylinders, two or four-stroke, must be 
equipped with a 27 millimeter restrictor plate mounted against the 
engine head. In 1979, Junior class restrictors are 28mm on. 750cc 
equipment. 

The 1980 formula was announced following a meeting of the AMA 
Board of Trustees August 6-7 at Monterey, CA. The AMA also 
indicated plans to announce in September, 1980, the equipment 
formula for 1982 dirt track competition. i 

Rules for 1980 motocross and road racing competition vvill be 
announced follovving meetings later this month of the racing boards in 
those categories of competition. 

Other dirt track rule changes will see the claiming rule modified 
effective January 1, 1980, to apply to engines only in all classes. Claim- 
ing prices will be $2,000 for 250cc engines, $2,000 for 335-500cc 
engines and $5,000 for 750cc engines. 

The advancement system for Novice and Junior riders will be 
changed effective January 1, 1980, reverting to the system wherein a 
rider must compete for an entire season in the classification in which 
he begins that season. Novices will still be required to earn 40 
advancement points to move to Junior, and Juniors will be required to 
earn 80 points to become Experts. Under the present rules, a rider 
competing for the second year in a rider classification is eligible to 
advance as soon as he achieves the required point total. 

In the area of tires and wheels, major rule changes for 1980 include 
the limiting of rim width on dirt track equipment to three inches, a 
reduction of one-half inch from the present limit. In addition, soft 
compound tires will not be allowed in dirt track competition in 1980. 

Titanium, berylium and plastics will be controlled under the 1980 dirt 
track rules. No titanium or berylium may be used on racing machines 
unless it appeared as OEM original equipment on the model submitted 
to the AMA for approval. Likewise, plastic is disallowed for use in 
engines, transmissions and frames, excepting the above OEM original 
equipment criterion. e 














Riders on the World Championship 
Road Race Series circuit banded 
together and announced at the 
Aug. 12 British GP that they'll run 
their own — non-FIM — road race 
series in 1980. Listed on their 
schedule of “confirmed” course 
are as follows: Donnington Park 
(England), Osterreichring (Austria), 
Zolder (Belgium), Imola (Italy), Paul 
Ricard (France), Zandvoort 
(Holland), Hockenheim (Germany) 
and Laguna Seca (USA). A phone 
call to Laguna Seca’s Lee Moselle 


did not confirm the riders’ plan. 
"VVe have had discussions about it 
with Roberts,” Moselle said, but 
added that he was not prepared to 
make an official announcement 
regarding Laguna Seca involve- 
ment in the program. 


Honda raced their 500cc GP road 
racers for the first time at Silverstone, 
the site of the Aug. 12 British GP, but 
results were far from impressive. Mick 
Grant crashed at turn one on the 





opening lap, reducing his expensive 
new Honda to ashes when it caught 
fire. Takazumi Katayama DNF after 
the third lap when his machine 
developed a mechanical problem. 


Kenny Roberts added another 
page to the legend of King Kenny 
at Silverstone when he pulled into 
the pits after the warm-up lap 
completely covered in oil. Kel 
Carruthers found a plug missing 
from the lower end of the works 
500cc Yamaha, replaced it, and 
sent Roberts back out. KR rode 
“easy” on the first lap, completing 
it in 20th place. Then he gradually 
upped the speed once he felt 
secure that the plug would remain 
in place. By the end of lap five, he 
was in the lead. At the flag, it was 
Roberts by a half bikelength over 
Team Suzuki's Barry Sheene. Third 
was Wil Hartog; Virginio Ferrari 
took fourth. In the point standings, 
Roberts leads Ferrari by 14 points, 
103 to 89. Sheene is third with 72 
ahead of Hartog’s 66. Roberts had 
qualified fastest by a full second 
over second-fastest Johnny 
Cecotto. Cecotto dropped out 
early in the race. 


Papa heard that ABC-TV filmed 
(taped?) the British Road Race Grand 
Prix and that it’s scheduled for Wide 
World of Sports on the Aug. 18-19 
weekend. Check local listings to 
confirm. Our ol’ boy also heard that 
Kenny Roberts will appear on the next 
Sports Illustrated cover. Writer Sam 
Moses was at Silverstone, and a call to 
Yamaha verified that they'd been 
talking with SJ about the article. 


. The final round on the "79 500cc 


World Championship MX Series 
slate took place in Luxembourg, 
and Team Honda's Andre 
Malherbe took the overall win over 
Team Kawasaki's Brad Lackey. 
Malherbe rode his Alan Hahn 
tuned Honda to a 2-1 score as 
Lackey put his Steve Stasiefski 
tuned Kawasaki into second with a 
1-2 total. It was Malherbe’s second 
overall win in a row, Last week he 
passed Lackey in the point 
standings for third. Graham Noyce, 
who sewed up his title last week, 
ended his season with a 225-point 
total over Wolsink’s 177, 
Malherbe’s 176, Lackey’s 173, 
Heikki Mikkola’s 147 and Roger 
DeCoster's 125. 


In the final 125cc World Champion- 
ship MX Series event, on Aug. 12 in 
Spain, it vvas business as usual: Harry 
Everts, Akira Watanabe and Gaston 
Rahier finished both motos in that 
order. 


Defendants in the Phantom Duck 
of the Desert vs. the BLM case 
were granted a continuance in 
their trial from Aug. 9 to Sept. 18, 
due to the recent back injury of co- 
defendant Rick Sieman, which 
happened shortly before the 
Superbowl of Motocross. In the 
meantime, attorneys for both sides 
will meet with Judge Ferguson 
on Aug. 27 for a status conference 
on the progress of out-of-court 
negotiations between the Duck 
and the BLM.

Daytona will be the site of a Pro- 
Am road race over the Oct. 6-7 
weekend. Bill France, president of 
Daytona International Speedway 
said, “We are happy to lend more 
support to the growth of motor- 
cycle road racing in the Southeast 
and believe the Daytona Pro-Am 
along with the Aug. 18-19 Pro-Am 
at Road Atlanta will help many 
young riders gain the necessary 
experience to reach the profession- 
al ranks.” The Daytona Pro-Am,

Roberts, Springer: Who'll take 
the record? 


‘Who will be the first rider to 


break the current record of most 
National wins? Bart Markel holds 
the record at 28. 

Bart started the record run back in 
August of 1960 when he won what was 
then called the “Open Class” TT at 
Peoria, IL. His 28th and final win 
came 12 years later when he won the 
1971 Columbus half mile. 

The previous record holder had 
been Joe Leonard who came up with 
27 before he hung it up. It took 
Leonard nine years to get to the mark. 
His first win came in a road race event, 
but what seems slightly more than odd 
is the fact that Joe’s last win was the 
same event at the same location as the 
first ever won by Markel — the “Open 
Class” TT at Peoria! 

Now we have not one but two riders 
who are closing in fast. Which one will 
get there first? 

Kenny Roberts bagged his 26th 
National victory in mid-July at the 
road race meeting at Sears Point in 





Sonoma, CA. Jay Springsteen chalked 
up number 25 at the early August 
Peoria TT. 

Roberts says he will not be racing 
anymore this year in American National 
events. Springsteen has four half miles 
and four miles left to go before the 
season ends on September 29th. 

So, it appears that Springsteen, who 
is in a class by himself on half miles 


and one of the current best on the 


miles, will become the new all-time 
winner. 

Jay is going to make a serious run at 
the record and try to do in five seasons 
what it took the others in nine and 12 
years. 

, Roberts, according to Roberts, will 
not be seen again on these shores on a 
racing bike until Daytona next March. 
Even if he was to win he would only 
come up to Leonard’s old mark of 27. 

But if somebody from Yamaha were 
to read this column and perhaps see 
the possibilities in the yards of 
publicity that would be gained by 
them if Roberts were to become the 
first to score 29 National victories, 
then possibly we could see Kenny at 
least at Houston next February when 
he would get two chances. Daytona 
would be the third, all in a span of 
about one month. 

Harley-Davidson, long the leader in 
National race publicity, must. be 
primed and ready as one does not 
break an 18-year-old record too often, 





Of course, both Bart and Joe won all 
of their events riding Harleys, but they 
all didn’t come with full factory 
backing. 

On the other hand, Yamaha has 
spent thousands (millions?) backing 
Roberts, and all of his vins — AMA 
and FIM — have been factory-backed 
all the way. 

Markel started his career racing a 
BSA Gold Star; Leonard ended his 
racing days on a motorcycle behind 
the handlebars of a Triumph. 


Springsteen has won Nationals on a 
250 and 750cc Harleys. Roberts has 
scored on 250cc singles, 500cc fours, 
650cc twins, 750cc twins and 750cc 
fours. Better add a 360cc single to the 
list while we're at it. 

Both lists are impressive and both 
offer a ton of publicity for either 
company. I’m only bringing it up now 
because it’s just a matter of time until 
either Jay or Kenny take the record. 

But both will also be around for 
several more seasons so it’s difficult to 
say which one will eventually end up 
with a record that may stand for as 
long as Bart held it. 

The promoter that is fortunate 
enough to host the National that will’ 

find either or both riders entered for a 


| shot at the 29th win better add some 


extra seats. It could be Syracuse, San 
Jose or Ascot this year, or Houston or 
Daytona next year. We think the 
record will fall this year. 








But if Springsteen can knock off at 
least 25 wins in less than five full 
seasons and Roberts can turn the same 
amount in five or six full-time seasons 
and a couple of part timers, then what 
will the eventual new record total be 
when these two retire from racing? 

I was at Columbus when Markel got 
his 28th win in ’71. It was quite an 
occasion as he had won only one race 
in the past two seasons. True, it was to 
be his last big victory but he rode like 
the wide open fence-buster that I first 
met back in the winter of 1960, 

Jay is trying to do it all in the dirt, 
just like Bart did. Roberts has won 
them all on both the dirt and the road 
courses. Both started on the dirt tracks 
and the new record should be set on a 
dirt track out of respect and 
recognition to all three riders.. All 
three were first-time winners in the 
dirt, the type of racing that is truly all 
American. i 


The next time we can arrange it we 
will get a picture of all three together, 
something that has not been done, I 
believe, to date. What a collectors 
item! 

Roberts has gone on to become the 
richest motorcycle racer in the history 
of the sport, both before and after 
taxes. Springsteen could well be the 
most talented all around dirt tracker 
to ever come along. e

Adapting to a 
“Sorry, we're 
out of 
premium” 
situation 


By John Wyckoff 


By late summer of this year the 
major oil companies will phase 
out the production of premium 
gasoline. If = plan on using 
your motorcycle for a cross-country 
trip you had better be prepared. not 
only for a gas shortage but a complete 
absence of gasoline with an octane 
rating in the 90’s. Let me give you the 
reason for this problem and then offer 
several solutions including one that 
has some very positive side effects. 


The public relations department of 
Shell Oil Company in Houston, Texas, 
confirmed what had been rumored for 
some time now. That is, very shortly 
there will be no “high test” leaded 
gasoline. 

To make matters even more con- 
fusing the octane numbers game being 
played by the oil companies and 








motorcycle companies leaves the rider 
confused. The confusion was not the 
idea of either of these industries but 
caused by our government in their at- 
tempt to “clarify and standardize” 
‘gasoline ratings. By federal law the oc- 
tane ratings of gasoline must be 
displayed at the pump. Some stations 
have those ratings clearly displayed 
but they don’t seem to mean much to 
the average rider. Remember, you old 
timers, when you used to be able to get 
102 octane gasoline? Now most 
premium is listed as 94 octane. 

Here is what has happened. There 
are two methods of rating gasoline. 
The first is called Research Octane. 
To arrive at this number, a special 
single cylinder variable compression 
engine is used. The intake air is 
cooled. All conditions are ideal. An in- 
strument is attached to detect engine 
knock. The reading gained under 
these circumstances is the highest 
possible octane rating. 


The second method is called Motor 
Octane. Using the same engine but less 
than ideal conditions and varing the 
engine speed and loads produces a 
considerably lower octane rating. The 
government decided neither rating 
was best. So, in typical bureaucratic 
fashion, they opted for a rating about 
half way between~the two. This is 
known as R_ + M over 2. The little 
stickers on the gas pumps usually, but 
not always, includes this mathematical 
formula. 

Let me give you an example of how 
this works. Suppose we test using the 
Research method and come up with a 
rating of 99 octane. We then must test 
again using the Motor method. This 
time we will probably come up with a 

- rating of about 90.5 octane. To arrive 





at the rating for the pump, we must 
add the two ratings together (R + M). 
We now have 189.5. To finish our 
math formula we now divide by 2 and 
come up with 94.75 octane which will 
go on the pump label as 95. > 

The instruction manuals for most of 
high performance motorcycles call for 
either super (premium) gasoline as the 
case of BMW or 91 or higher octane as 
in the case of several Japaneese motor- 
cycles. From now on there will be little 
chance of purchasing gasoline with a 
rating of 86.5 octane. To further 
complicate your life, some motorcycle 
companies, Harley-Davidson for ex- 
ample, say you should not use an un- 
leaded gasoline. Sorry about that, but 
the high test Amoco has no lead and 
should not be used. 

A phone call to Jim Preisler, the 
chief engineer and general manager of 
Drag Specialties, brought some solu- 
tions to the problem. 

One solution Jim mentioned was to 
use an additive available from Drag, 
called Vortex Octane Plus. At a cost of 
$12.00 per quärt, this additive will in- 
crease the octane rating of 20 gallons 
of gasoline to 100 octane or more, 
depending on the gasoline to which it 
is added. This might work OK for a 
rider that stays pretty close to home 
but I don’t think it would be a good 
idea to carry a quart of this very 
volatile liquid around in a saddlebag. 

“The problem,” Jim, said, “is. that 
most performance motorcycles have 
high compression engines. If you could 
reduce the compression you could use 
a lower octane fule. For example, the 
Harley Sportster has a 9. to 1 com- 
pression. This. could be lowered to 
about 8.25 to 1 by increasing the 
thickness of the cylinder base gasket to 





about .050.” Don’t hold me to those 
exact figures,” he said. “I am just 
giving you this information off the 
cuff. But you could retard the spark 
about 5 degrees and open up the plug 
gap by about .005”. 

“This will do some very positive 
things,” he went on. “First, you will be 
able to use regular gasoline. The 
engine will probably run cooler and it 
will certainly last a lot longer.” 

I asked Jim why it would last longer. 
He told me that with lower com- 
pression the stresses on the crankpin, 
rod, wristpin and many other parts is 
greatly reduced. 

I asked how it would affect perfor- 
mance or top end speed. Much to my 
surprise, Jim said, “The bike may ac- 
tually run faster at the top end but will 
suffer to a degree at the low and mid 
range. The loss of performance would 
not be very noticable except under ex- 
treme loads and I think it might be a 
good trade-off.” 

I asked if there were any other 
problems the rider might find. “Be 
careful not to lug the engine,” Jim 
said. “You could cause a cracked 
piston, broken ring land or other 
problems. However, you could have 
the same problem with a high com- 
pression engine too.” 

- With this information in my hot lit- 
tle hand, I went a few blocks down the 
street where I live and talked to the 
owners of Milmeyer Mfg. Co. in 
Fullerton, California. They agreed to 
make these special gaskets. By the time 
this story is printed, these special thick 
cylinder base gaskets should be 
available for Harleys, Kawasakis, 
Hondas and perhaps others. 

If you must do something im-

Doug Grant prepared RA-125-79 
works bike to the overall win in 
125cc action, defeating reigning 
National champ and current 
point leader Broc Glover in a second 
moto tie-breaker. 

In the 500cc National, it was Mike 
Bell of Team Yamaha who put 
together solid fourth and third place 
finishes to cap the overall win on his 
490cc works OW-41 tuned by Dave 
Osterman. 

This was the weekend for privateers 
who nearly stole the show, particularly 


in the 500cc class where six factory 
riders were out of action due to 
injuries. Included in this week's. list 
along with Marty Smith and Gaylon 
Mosier, were Rick Burgett, Darrell 
Shultz and Tommy Croft suffering 
from minor injuries incurred the 
previous week in Texas. Last week's 
winner, Rex Staten, was bruised and 
battered from a mid-week practice 
crash at home and too sore to ride 
competitively. 

Team LOP scored the strongest 
privateer threat of the weekend: 
Richard Coon took the highest non- 





factory placing in the 125cc class with 
fifth overall and then Greg Theiss 
turned in a spectacular ride in the 
Open class, collecting the first moto 
victory and second overall in the 
results behind Bell. 


125cc National 


In the opening 125cc moto DG 
Performance's Randy Hess grabbed a 
short-lived_lead before being shoved 
back by Suzuki's Brian Myerscough, 
Glover, Cantaloupi, Barnett, Taylor 
and Ward. Pushing his way quickly 
into the lead next was Glover, but it 
only lasted three laps when he fell in a 
turn and found himself restarting in 
fourth. 

From there, Myerscough led the rest 
of the way to the finish as Glover 
passed his way back by Barnett for 
second and tried without success to 
make up the remaining distance to the 
flying Myerscough. Warren Reid 


claimed fourth as Moto-X Fox's 
Donnie Cantaloupi dropped his 
Yamaha to let LOP’s Richard Coon 
and Moto-X Fox teammate Pat 
Maroney ahead of him with two laps to 


go. 


The second moto kicked off with a 
wild battle between holeshot winner 
Reid and a closely pursuing Glover. 
When Glover crashed again and 
quickly picked himself up, he found 
Barnett had slipped past for second 
place. Broc quickly repassed Mark and 
the two tucked in behind Reid in a 
freight train which steamed its way 
almost through the remaining moto. 

With 10 minutes to go, the race 
became a wheel to wheel battle. But 
when Reid and Glover seemed to wear 
themselves down, Barnett came up 
with the energy to blast around both. 
Reid buckled from being passed so 


| quickly, letting Glover past as well. 


When Reid tried to pick up his 
speed he only succeeded in getting into 
a tank slapper which pitched him over 
the handlebars. He held onto his 
third spot though, as Barnett led 
Glover across the line by 50 feet to 
grab the moto and the overall win. 

“I turned the gas on that second 

moto,” explained Barnett over his win. 
“I did so bad the first moto because it 
took me that long just to get warmed 
up. 
A good distance behind the three 
front runners, Myerscough overtook 
Coon for fourth place just before the 
finish as Cantaloupi followed closely in 
sixth. 


500cc National 


Team Honda's Captain Cobalt, 
Jimmy Ellis looked spectacular as he 
roosted his RC-450-79 works bike into 
the lead of the first moto and 
disappeared. That left Keystone 
Motocross Works rider Mickey Kessler 
and LOP’s Greg Theiss to push their 
426cc kitted YZ Yamahas past Maico's 
Ken Adams and Denny Swartz which 
started a wild moto-long battle for 
second. Back and forth, the two 
traded positions as often as four times 
a lap in a wild free-for-all over the 
runner-up position. Then, at the 20 
minute mark, Ellis found his hard 
charging ride was for nothing as his 
Honda sidelined itself with a broken 
crankshaft, leaving a raging battle 
between the two privateers for first 
place. 

Trying to make up for a miserable 
start, Suzuki’s present series points 
leader Danny LaPorte moved himself 
into third place. Then, “My motor just 
quit running. It just got slower and 
slower.” The fault was later traced to a 
defective kill button after he failed to 
finish his first moto of the series. 

Team Yamaha’s Mike Bell had 
gotten a poor start as well and would 
only work up to fourth behind Danny 
Swartz. But it was also good enough to 
seriously close up the large points lead 
LaPorte had been enjoying in the 
series. 

Finishing the moto in fifth position, 
after an early spill while racing with 
the front runners, was Husky's Chuck 
Sun. This was Sun's first race in two 
months since the Carlsbad 500cc 
Grand Prix and the knee injury which 
followed in training a few days 
afterwards. His bike consisted of a 390 
CR motor in a pre-production 1980 
chassis with revised frame. 

Meanwhile, the battle for first place 
between Theiss and Kessler came to an 
exciting conclusion on the next to last 
lap. 

Mickey explained what happened 
first. “We went into a turn at the top 
of this steep hill, side by side. There 
was only room for one of us and Greg 
outweighed me!” 

“I had the inside line,” Theiss 
replied, “and just ignored where 
Mickey was trying to stuff his way by 
me. 

“I knew I was stupid to try and pass 
there,” said Kessler. 

Kessler got bumped to the ground 
and Theiss went on to become the first 
non-factory rider in recent memory to 
win a National moto. But the overall 
win still remained to be earned. 
Kessler remounted in time to save his 
second place. 

Kessler was determined to pull off 
the overall win as he blasted off with 
the lead of the second moto ahead of 
Sun and Ellis, only to fall on the 
second lap and got running again in 
the middle of the pack. 

Ellis then chased new leader Chuck 
Sun for 15 minutes before working his 
way into the lead again, this time for 
good. The new engine in his Papa 
George Ellis tuned Honda held 
together and the moto was his. 

A great battle raged for third place 
between LaPorte, Moates, Theiss and

Bell. Having worked his way up from 
last place, Bell had fallen on the 
track’s steepest rock strewn uphill 
when another rider blocked his path. 
He came back with a fantastic charge 
which would move him all the way up 
to third behind Ellis and LaPorte at 
moto’s end. 


Sun, slightly out of condition from 
not having raced in two months, 
claimed another fifth place finish. 

Once again, despite their small 
numbers, the factory riders had taken 
the win. The privateers looked good in 
the fact of reduced opposition and 
broken bikes from the factory 


opposition, but the odds were still 
against them. The reason being, any 
privateer rider good enough to win will 
probably be hired by a factory team 
before he has the chance to prove 
himself a winning privateer. e

Profile 


Golden Ratchet 
Tuner Dave Arnold

Motocross is as much a tuner’s war as it is a rider's 
challenge; and Marty Smith’s wrench, Dave Arnold, 
would be the first to tell you that it would be his 
position in jeopardy if things don’t brighten up this 
racing season. 

Arnold won the prestigious S-K Tools Golden 
Ratchet Award as motocross tuner of the year in 
1977. The tuner for Smith's rival and current AMA 
500cc National Champ Rick Burgett, is Bill West, 
also a Golden Ratchet winner for his tuning efforts 
last year. Both are graduates of the Motorcycle 
Repair Curriculum at Los Angeles Trade-Technical 
College, where top notch racing machine builders 
and tuners have been learning their business for the 
past dozen years. Friendly rivalry between tuners is 
turning into serious business as both prepare 
machines that hopefully will carry their respective 
rider once again into the winner's circle. 

While Smith and Burgett are being whisked to 
their next National via first class air fare courtesy of 
Honda and Yamaha. Arnold and West are piloting 
their motorhomes to the .next event with the 
machinery in tow, hopeful for petrol at every stop, 
big company expense accounts notwithstanding. If 
the scooters don’t arrive, the riders don't ride. And 
whodoyathink gets hung out to dry? 

Arnold quite literally retraces the glory days of the 
privateers as an endless phantasmagoria of cheap 
motel rooms, fast food joints and truck stops become 
part of the memory while crisscrossing the country 
several times a season over the interstates. 

Honda has six trucks in America for their riders 
and two in Europe getting six to eight miles to the 
gallon, each being driven 60,000 miles a year. 

Gone are the vans of yore, replaced by a 
motorhome in which Arnold packs his wife, Linda, 


and daughter Michele, not to mention the other. 


“babies” belonging to Marty Smith in a 12’ by 7’ 
cargo trailer being pulled behind. 

“There isn't a lot of idle time while you're out on 
the road,” Arnold says. “And you're out so long 
during the year that it just makes your private time 
more enjoyable.” Hence, the motorhome and family. 

While off the track, Burgett and Smith may say 


hello, but Arnold doesn’t think anyone is too , 





friendly. “You don’t want to be best buddies when 
you're top racing competitors,” Arnold assesses. 

On the other hand, he feels the tuners get along 
very well; “The mechanics share more of a family 
outing while on the road. We've got the same job to 
do, and we're going to the same places. We all get 
along. 

“The mechanics are where they should be, and I 
don't think they need to share the spotlight,” Arnold 
says. “The spectator who sits in the stands really does 
associate with the rider, especially if he rides himself, 
and I think it’s the rider who should get the better 
part of the glory. Their expectancy for being in the 
glory span usually isn’t that long for a lot of the 
racers. Their longevity for racing may be limited to 
five or six years, so they had better get it while they 
can and make good of it. 

“But being a team effort, we all share in a victory. 
It's a big factory effort; theyre the ones putting the 
bikes, the riders, and the mechanics where they are.” 

Continuing in a self-effacing vein, Arnold shrugs 
off the recognition he received for being top wrench. 
“The year Marty Smith won the 500cc National 
Championship, there weren't very many innovative 
things I did to the motorcycle. It was just fine tuning 
that year. It was a good motorcycle, and I was lucky 
enough not to have any breakdowns. The motor- 
cycle was working very well that year.” 

What happened to the fine edge last season? “I 
would have to say we had some mechanical problems 
with our five hundreds last year. Honda made a new, 
very large displacement motor. We stuck with the 
same chassis we had in years before, and it created 
some problems in handling. We were always playing 
games last year during the Nationals, trying to catch 
up and make it work. Every weekend we were trying 
something desperately to get it working better than it 
was before.” 

This season should go a little better, Arnold says 
hopefully. “There's a lot riding on the ability of the 
mechanic on the team this year,” he freely admits. 

Arnold enrolled at L.A. Trade-Tech shortly after 
graduation from John Francis Henry Polytechnic 
High School in Southern California’s San Fernando 
Valley, after reading about the program in a 
motocross magazine which did a comparison test of 
the various motorcycle mechanics training programs 
offered at the time. 





When he started working for Honda, it vas as a 
maintenance mechanic, a practice bike mechanic. 
But there being a shortage of mechanics that would 
travel on the road, he was at the company for about 
three weeks when asked if he would like to embark. 
Jon ' Rosenstiel was Smith’s mechanic at the time, 
but after traveling for three years, Jon R wanted a 


“year off. Smith asked Arnold if he wanted the job. 


Honda pays a flat salary plus overtime when you're 
on the road, so Arnold, being young and fancy free, 
didn’t object, despite the fact Honda doesn’t havea 
bonus program for the mechanic. There are some 
mechanics who'll change a rider every year just for 
the income. For those American mechanics who 
establish a name for themselves at one company, 
there are always riders who want to do really well on 
some different brand willing to pay 20 percent or so 
of their wins if that mechanic will come to work for 
him and the company he rides for. A few of the top 


-name riders usually pay their mechanics a 


percentage. 

“The tuner's rapport with the rider is essential,” 
deems Arnold, “because the riders are so closely 
matched in any National class, they have to feel that 
they have a mechanical advantage. As a mechanic, I 
must make the rider feel that his bike is special, that 
his bike is really fit for him and wouldn't work for 
anybody else, and that he feels he and his machine 
are really a combination maybe the other 
competitors don't have. And that give him a definite 
psychological advantage.” 

The riders of Marty Smith's caliber have quite a 
bit to say about who they want for a mechanic, and 
that stipulation may even be part of their contract. 
Smith won the 125cc championship in '74 and '75, 
then lost it in "76. Arnold started tuning 250s for 
Smith in '76, and they finished second in that class. 
The first year Honda placed him in the 500cc class, 
he won the championship with Arnold as top 
wrench. Smith also rode the 250cc class in "77, and 


» came in second overall. 


With his limited experience prior to joining the 
Honda motocross team effort, Arnold admitted he’s 
relied strongly on fundamentals and basics. “Formal 
training as I received at Trade-Tech broadens your 
whole outlook because when I’m working on a 
motorcycle, I understand more of what's going on. 
When you've already had the practical experience 
they give you at Trade-Tech, you aren't afraid to 
tackle something. Many of the questions on the 
practical aptitude test I had to take at American 
Honda for employment consideration were many 
that I had answered at the college. All the questions 
they asked were directly related in some way to what 
I was taught. I would go so far as to say a lot of the 
technical aspects I learned in school have provided 
the backbone for much that I do for the American 
Honda Motocross Racing Team.” 


When preparing for any race, Arnold says he sets 
up a procedure that directs him right into that 


- particular race. “It may be more important in the 


125cc class to have a good powerband and enough 
horsepower. The procedure in the 250cc and Open 
class may be directed more toward suspension, 
because the 125s, I would say, are not as important 
in this regard due to their lightness. You can get 
away with a lot more on a 125.” 

Honda, says Arnold, has always built a high 
horesepower, short torque pattern on the dyno, and 
it makes gearing very critical. With a short 
powerband and high horsepower like that, you've got 
to have it geared just right for all the tight corners 
and still have it good for the top end speed. Arnold 
says Honda is attempting to get more away from that 
and develop machinery with European-style power: 
bands that provide roll-on and are smooth. When 
you've got a long, smooth powerband, the rider 
doesn’t have to shift as much. 

“A lot of tuning in the 500cc class boils down\ not 
to the amount of maximum horsepower you can 
get,” Arnold explained, “but the rideability you can 
achieve. On our 500s last year, we actually did things 
to detune the motorcycle. Instead of having peak 
horsepower, we tuned to spread out the horsepower 
and played with primary gear ratios so the 
powerband was broader through each gear. Marty 
didn’t have to shift as much. In the 500 class, I don’t 
really think it’s a race for how much horsepower, or 
how well you can tune the motorcycle; it’s how easy 
you can make it rideable. 

“I think there's a lot of manufacturers playing 
frame games now,” Arnold continued. “They're 
really getting down to a big chasssis race because 
they're trying to design everything to work well with 
more travel. Everyone, though, is more or less 
becoming confined to the same dimensions, But 
there's still a big problem with frame flex, and 
getting the front and rear of the motorcycle tuned in 
together.” 3 


It is possible to do things to the geometry, 
however, that may cramp the rider's position, Arnold 
indicated. The rider has his own feel for the 
motorcycle, Arnold said, and so there are 
compromises to be made in determining how much 
travel is needed in the forks and what type of 
damping to use for a particular track to suit the 
rider’s style. 

To keep suspension in tune, Honda has relied 
more on outside vending because they have had some 
problems in the past with their own suspension 
company, according to Arnold. “So I have experts I 
am allowed to call on out in the field who can tell me 
what the optimum shock ratio is for a new shock, and 
I can set up my motorcycle per his 
recommendations,” Arnold said. “I can make his 
recommended shock absorber work very well on my 
motorcycle according to shock geometry and 
swingarm length. All I would have to do during the 
course of the year is change spring rates a little bit, 
and keep the shocks rebuilt. That's usually how I 
handle setting up the suspension. 

“We don’t have access to a shock dyno here at 
Honda. The company gave me specifications for the 
front forks only. So we've experimented with going to 
much less compression and a higher spring rate to get 
rid of that square-edge hydraulic situation that 
develops during high piston speeds. We could cut on 
the piston to give it more flow passage at something 
like five meters per second, yet they can take the 
same parts in Japan and put them on their good 
shock dynos to get a good indication of what’s going 
to happen.” 

Arnold also.says more and more stock is being 
placed on the type of tire being used now because on 
any given dirt bike, there are only so many factors 
that induce traction. Only so much horsepower can 
be put through a tire patch that is sitting a few 
square centimeters on the ground. On tracks with a 
lot of composition, the secret, says Arnold, is going 
with a deeper tread that’s got a harder rubber 
compound which digs down into the surface a little 
bit. But on a hard Southern California track, he 
would have to use rubber compound that was much 
softer and much more pliable to the ground. But 
such a tire will probably wear out twice as fast so that 
it would have to be changed between motos. 


Arnold related the story of Jimmy Weinert's 
mechanic once putting a paddle tire on his rider’s 
bike when they came upon a sandy track, The whole 
outcome of the race that day was dependent upon 
how much traction you could get in the deep sand. 
Since there was no rule infringement, Weinert’s bike 
clearly had the mechanical advantage that day. 

In between races, Honda is building project bikes 
to test out various chassis, swingarms and shock as a 
test program for the Nationals, says Arnold. There 
are many options, he said, and that’s one way of 
trying them all, even if testing at the races is not 
conducive to winning championships. But what pans 
out in the field may very well go into production 
machinery. 

“The factory is always thinking a year, or two or 
three down the line in production,” conceded 
Arnold. “Besides being used for racing, our bikes are 
development tools for Honda’s production bikes. You 
can’t really take the same motorcycle you had last 


year and prepare it for the next season because it will - 


just be obsolete,” Arnold justifies. “The sport 
progresses so fast, the stuff you had the previous 
season usually isn't very much good to you the 
following year.” 

According to Arnold, the racing effort by Honda, 
until recently, has been mostly a sales-oriented 
outlet. “The company decided to race motocross,” he 
begins to emphasize with analogy, “so they called the 
guys in Research and Development and said ‘build us 
a motocrosser.’ They get a group of engineers who 
are working on lawnmowers, air compressors, and 
whatever else, and for maybe three or four months 
they concentrate on the motocross effort, designing a 
motorcycle and shipping it to us, and then they go on 
to something else. Well, if problems develop with the 
motorcycle, or something out of the ordinary 
happens, you have basically nothing to fall back on 
in the case of an emergency. They're probably 
building snowmobiles by that time. 

“At present, we have a fulltime race project in 
Japan, which is something Yamaha has always had. 
Honda has finally decided in recent years that they're 
going to get serious about the motocross effort. So 
they're building the machines all year aound and 
keeping the same group of engineers so they don’t 
forget what they've learned last year.” 

The engines that Arnold builds for Marty Smith 
are based on production machinery, but they 
definitely do have special parts in them, Arnold 
acknowledges, and they're essentially stronger. He 
indicated one engine could possibly go to the 
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Before Marty Smith can do well on the track, Arnold has to have done his job well, off the track. 





Nationals, but he usually relies on two. With 
replacement parts, they'll go the season, but Arnold 
takes the engines down every week. He'll get perhaps 
eight or 10 hours on a set of seals before changing 
them, but after three weekends he changes the main 
bearings and ‘seals, regardless. 

“It’s not very practical to have both bikes running, 
in my opinion,” says Arnold. “If both are running, 
the rider is going to take them out for a test ride and 
reach the conclusion that one has a better engine, or 
maybe one has the better forks, so it actually creates 
more work. You also have to log all this stuff down on 
paper, like how much time you have on your engine 
and crankshaft, gearbox, and forks. All your special 
parts and best parts are on the race machine, and it’s 
difficult to tally everything if you divide it all 
between two machines. So if I get two bikes, I usually 
take one apart so I'll have a spare frame if Smith 
cracks one, because you cannot change motorcycles 
in the course of competition that day.” 

Arnold can just about ask for any power curve he 
wants from Japan. He'll play a little bit with 
flywheels and with port timing, and if he can’t get 
the power he desires, he'll ask for improvements. 
Arnold revealed that he works closely with Daryl 
Bassani in building experimental pipes for Smith’s 
machines. 

“With an Open bike, I would say you can get away 
with a lot of seat-of-the-pants testing just to get that 
rideability out of it. Bassani will make me three or 
four pipes, then we'll go out and run them to find the 
right combination. We depend more on feel when 
tuning a motocrosser, rather than dynotuning, which 
is pretty much the case with roadracers.”” 


To develop that “feel,” Arnold rides the test bikes. 
Being able to do so, he says, helps his communication 
with the rider. “When you go out and ride the 
machine, you can feel exactly what it is the rider is 
talking about. I can’t ride at professional speeds,” 
Arnold will admit, “but I can go Intermediate and 
Expert speeds on a local level.” 

Arnold claims the riders don’t know enough about 
the mechanics of a motorcycle to come back and tell 
him, for example, that the machine is unequivocally 
locking up under square-edge bumps. But they know 
enough to mention that the machine feels rigid. 
Arnold says he can’t actually rely on the rider that 
much to tell him exactly what the machine is doing, 
because he claims the rider will tell him plain terms 
that it’s just not working. 

“Smith is not really all that concerned about the 
motorcycle, anyway,” Arnold reveals. “He likes to 
work on his practice bikes a little bit, but let's just say 
I would never let him touch a race bike. He has a 
tough time; I think a lot of them (racers) do. Marty 
more or less leaves the mechanical considerations up 
to my judgment. He worries about resting and 
getting ready for the next race. He doesn't stand 
around and watch me.” 

What Smith does do, Arnold's wife disclosed, is 
play backgammon with her between motos in their 
motorhome. If he doesn’t beat her, he becomes a 





trifle upset, according to her report, and then 
another game has to be played quickly before race 
time. “Sometimes I let him win,” she says. Part of the 
overall psychological conditioning program, you 
might say. 

For Marty Smith’s main attribute as a rider that 
would set him apart from all others, in Arnold’s 
estimation, has to be physical conditioning; and with 
physical conditioning comes mental conditioning. 

“You develop an awful lot of confidence in yourself 
when your body is in good condition. Marty is a 
smart rider, and he doesn’t take a lot of chances. But 
he’s a very, very fast and consistent rider. He won't 
take unnecessary chances where he doesn’t need to 
and pay for them later. If it means taking a second in 
this moto, then he'll make it up in the next.” 

Fitness has never been a problem with the 22-year- 
old former champion. It has been for a lot of riders, 
but Smith seems always in excellent shape. For one 
thing, he works out quite often in Jim Brown's 
private club in Carlsbad. He also lives on a hill above 
Point Loma in San Diego, and he runs up and down 
the hills around Sea World. He'll ride three times a 
week for at least a couple hours at a time. So how is 
it, Arnold was asked, Smith got edged out so easily 
while at the top of his form? 

“Burgett has always been a real talented rider; he 
just wasn’t very consistent until last year. I would say 
during 1978, his body shape had been better than it 
ever was. I think the Yamaha racing manager may 
have called him and said it was either that year or 
nothing, so he got into real good shape. He also got a 
trainer to go around with him to make sure that he 
stayed in shape. Along with that physical 
conditioning, I think it really helped his mental 
attitude out a lot. He was much more consistent in 
the racing; he just wouldn’t show a good moto and 
then a bad moto.” 

In spite of the attributes of Smith as a rider and 


| the caliber of Arnold as a tuner, it has been Bob

“I know Marty doesn’t like the Supercross races as 
much as the outdoor races,” Arnold commented in 
reply to the query. ‘He's just flat scared of stadium 
racing; a lot of riders are. In stadium racing, there is 
more of the go-for-it attitude, with no real pace to 
the race, and a lot of chances are being taken. It’s all 
because the tracks are set up for the spectators, and 
you can’t really discredit it, because that’s what it has 
come to. You can draw a much bigger crowd. 
There's a whole new generation of riders bred to this 
sort of racing. 

Bob Hannah won the Supercross series again, and 
it’s very important to Yamaha,” Arnold added, 
thinking, no doubt, about Yamaha’s sales campaign. 

Pity is, before Arnold went to work for American 
Honda, he applied for a job with Yamaha, but was 
told he had ne experience working on race bikes. 
Besides, his hair was too long. 

Doesn’t seem to have affected Hannah's 
performance. Or Arnold’s, for that matter. e 
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
